This Edmond Mortimer was; I believe, confounded by the author of 
this play, and by the old hiftorians, with his uncle, who was perhaps 
forty-five years old at hisdéath. Edmond Mortimer at the time of his 
death could not have been above thirty years old; for fuppofing that 
his grandmother Philippa was married at fifteen, in 1376, Ms father 
Roger could not have been born till 13775 and if he married at the 
early age of fixteen, Edmond was born in 1394. . 

his family had great poffeffions in Ireland, in confe ce of the © 
marriage of Lionel Duke of Clarence with the daughte? oi Earl of | 
Ulfter, in 1360, and were long conneéted with that country. Lionel 
was for fome time Viceroy of Ireland, and was created by his father 
Edward III, Duke of Clarence, in confequence of poflefling the honour of 
Clare, in the county of Thpmond. Edmund Mortimer, Earl of March, 
who married Philippa the duke’s only daughter, fucceeded him in the 
government of Ireland, and died in his office, at St. Dominick’s Abbey 
near Cork, in December 1381. His fon Rogex Mortimer was twice 
Vicegerent of Ireland, and was flain at a place called Kenles iO ; 
in 1798. Edmund ‘his fon, the mer of this play, was, as hi 
been already mentioned, alfo Chief € ur of Ireland, in the yedra 

{xr and 1624, and died there 2 1625. His nephew and 

ichard Duke of York, (the Planta; this play) was in 1449 
conftituted Lord Lieutenant of Ireland for ars, with extraordina 
powers ; and his fon George Duke of Clarence (who was afterwards 
murdered in the Tower) was born in the Caitle of Dublin in 1450. 
This filled the fame office which fo many of his anceftors had 
ptt bin conftituted Chief Governour of Ireland for We by his
